For Gold. 
Mon w rite to The World to m y that 
“ if l- the government 
stamp w hich 
giv« s gold coin its currency by m aking 
\t 1< gal t< nder f*>r its face. ” 
But gold coin is not, in fact, either 
current or legal tender “ for its fare.” 
it is both current and legal tender for 
whut it is worth by w eight; no more, 
no leas. 
Tim law is ex plicit and the custom 
equally ho. 
The law says that Ameri- 
tan gold coins shall be received in all 
payments, w hen of full w eight, accord­ 
ing to their respective values, and when 
Df less than full w eight at less values 
proportioned to their respective actual 
weight. 
That is to say, the governm ent stamp 
certifies the quality and genuineness of 
the gold, and the law oonijx ls you to 
take it, not at its face value, but for 
what it is actually worth by w eigh t 
And, m fact, that is the only way in 
which the government itself or the 
banks take gold or pay it out. 
It your debtor offers to pay in A m eri­ 
can |1 0 goldpieccs, you art* required by 
law to ;v*cept t li< in. not at 
$ 10 apiece by 
any means, but for ex actly w hat they 
are worth bv weight. 
The government stamp gives value 
only in so far as it pledges the govern­ 
ment to the direct or indirect redemption 
of the metal piece or tie* pajier on which 
it is placed. 
It makes minor subsidiary 
coins and pap« r notes good w ithin the 
country because it pledges the govern­ 
ment to take them back, and because 
the government refuses to issue more of 
them than are needed hero or more 
than it can take care of. 
It does the 
same thing f< r silver dollars so long as 
their coinage is restricted to the coun­ 
try’s own possibilities of use. It can do 
no more. 
It cannot add one cent to the 
actual value of a silver dollar which 
contains only 52 cents’ worth of metal. 
The original w eight of gold coins is 
fix ed according to the actual value of 
the gold in them. A sthat gold is worth 
the s am e 
the world over an American 
$ 10 goldpieco w ill pay 
$ 10 worth of 
debt in any country. 
The w eight of a 
silver dollar is determined by fiat of the 
government, and so wherever the flat of 
the governm ent is not law the silver 
dollar w ill pay no more of debt than the 
silver in it is worth. 
Under free coinage we shall be re- 
quired to receive silvercoins at $ 1.29 an 
ounce, w hich we can use only at 08 
cents an ounce in the payment « if for­ 
eign debts. 
N o stamp of the govern­ 
ment can make thun worth more bo- 
yond its own jurisdiction. 
This is why free coinage at present 
ratios and w ithout international agree­ 
ment is an invitation to cluv s and d is­ 
aster.— New York World.

But this dot h not ex plain w hy the 
silver dollar should be unsound money. 
This coin is unsound because it circu­ 
lates nt its nominal value of gold du<* 
to the lim itation in the supply and the 
declared policy of the government. 
So 
long as the public does not have to tak« * 
silver dollar- and the “ .Sherman” not« s 
are red« *emrd in gold, and the silver 
certificates ¡ire in strictly lim ited sup­ 
ply, th<* silver doll ill’ and its paper rep- 
rescntative can be kept at par in gold, 
but the coin is an instance of unsound 
money because half its value depends 
j 
on the acts of th« * government, whose j 
ability has been more than once brought 
in question, and whose <lisp<« sit ion would 
be changed if tin* silver men could get 
control. 
Wcr« > coinage of silver made freo— 
that in, wore the r« strict ion on the m an-j 
ufaeture < f silver dolla rs removed— tin* j 
silver dollar w ould drop from tin* value 
of tin* g< Id dollar to the value of the 
m etal in the silver dollar. 
That coin 
would tin n be an instance of sound 
money, but it would become such only 
by the shrinkag** of m arly one-half in 
tin* money unit, th« ' measure of all j 
values. 
As the tendency of this would 
be to inflate prices and to im pair by' 
one-halt' the obligations < f contracts pf , 
a financial ehane'tor, to create* the ut­ 
most uncertainty regarding the fu tu r e

and to dry up the fert ilizing streams of 
credit, 
it would 
throw the 
business 
world into such chaos of w hich only a 
slight threat w as felt by the country in 
1898, the effects of which have not 
fully pass« <1 away. 
W hile the silver dollar, as in Mex ico, 
which circulates ¡it its bullion value 
comes w ithin th« * definition of s« « und 
money, the proposal to Mex icaui/« * our 
currency is the most unsound proposi­ 
tion im aginable, l*eoauKe

worthless, and the means m ost destruc­ 
tive, irresp« ctiv« * of the fact that with 
the silver dollar circulating at its bul­ 
lion value gold w ould disappear from 
mom tary use and th« * result would In* 
tremendous 
contraction. 
Tin* dollar 
which is w holly or iti part, “ fiat” is 
unsound, but the “ cheap” dollar is 
« *ven w< rse, for a radical reduction in 
the value« f the measure of valu» * would 
make every man afraid to buy or 
se l l 
or lend. 
It is th« * deepening 
and widening 
real i/at ion of these facts which is bring­ 
ing business men of all parts of the 
country together in opposition to un­ 
sound money, whose value depends up­ 
on an « phi moral m ajority in congress. 


Some of the more recent ex plorers of 
Alaska and British America claim that 
the M ississippi can no longer be regard­ 
ed as the largest river on the North 
American continent. 
This distinction 
is claim ed for the gr**at Yukon river. 
According to Ivan Petroff, w ho sp« ‘nt 
over two years in Alaska, collecting 
m aterials for the last census, the Yuk« iti 
em pties into Norton sound about one- 
third more water than the M ississippi 
pours into tin* gulf of Mex ico. The Y u­ 
kon basin comprises th<* larg« *r part of 
northern Alaska, and COO m iles from 
its mouth the river is a m ile in width. 
Many centuries before it w as discovered 
by w hite men it very likely served as 
the water highw ay into the interior, 
for tribes that w e believe to have crossed 
from Asia to tin* American continent. 
The Yukon river is over 2,009 m iles in 
length. 
Travelers report that in Algeria there 
ex ists a sm all stream w hich the chem ­ 
istry of nature luis turned into ink. 
It

The Rio de Vinagre, in Colombia, is 
a stream the waters of which, by ad­ 
m ix ture w ith sulphuric aeid, Income so 
sour that the river has been nppropri- 
ately named the Rio de Vinagre, or 
Vinegar river. 
The « » rang« * or Garieh river, in south­ 
ern Africa, rises in the m ountains which 
separate Natal from the Orange River 
Free State. The length of this stream is 
1,000 miles. 
Its banks abound in vari- 
I ous valuable woods, and around it are 
' found rich copper ores. 
In this stream 
j are many varieties of trill, w hich are 
found until the river passes through a 
rocky region containing copper, below 
which the water is said to be poisonous, 
alm ost 
instantly killing the fish that 
venture near it. 
“ C hina’s Sorrow ,” a curious name 
for a river, is th** title bestowed upon 
the great Hoang Ho, which rises in the 
m ountains of Tibet and follow s a w on­ 
derfully circuitous channel for 2,500 
m iles to tin* Yellow sea. The w ayw ard­ 
ness of this m ighty volum e of water 
makes the river a constant source of anx - 
iety and danger t«> the 170,000,000 of 
people inhabiting 
the 
central 
plain 
Asia. 
It is known to have suddenly 
changed its course nine times. 
It lias 
moved its mouth four degrees of lati-

The city of L ow ell w as saved from 
destruction in 1852 by the foresight of 
one young man. 
About 1835 a Low ell 
antiquarian named Uriah A. Boyden 
devoted much att» utiou to investigating 
a tradition of a great flood in the Merri- 
mac in 1785 and found an old man who 
remembered that his father marked the 
height of the water by driving a spike 
in an apple troe. Mr. Boyden persevered 
in his search until he,found the tree in 
Tyngsb? >rn, several m iles above Lowell. 
Its trunk was hollow, and entering it 
from below h** discovered the spike, its 
head w holly concealed by the bark, at a 
considerable distance above the ground. 
It showed that in 1785 the w ater had 
risen to a point 13 C feet higher than 
the top of the dam at the mouth *«f the 
canal, w hich furnished the Low ell w a­ 
ter power in 1835. 
The engineer in charge of this power 
w as « Tames B. Francis, a young E nglish­ 
man, w ho urged the directors of the 
corporation to provide against the recur­ 
rence of such a rise of water. H is argu­ 
m ents prevailed, and he w as allow ed to 
construct two im m ense w in g w alls of 
masonry, diverging from the canal lock 
and inclosing the entire country between 
the canal and the river. Over the w ater­ 
w ay he hung ail im m ensely strong gate, 
w eighing 20 tons, w hich was suspended 
by a wrought iron chain. 
A sledge and 
a c*« » ld chisel were* placed in th« * care of 
th« * watchm an f< >r use when needed. The 
work w as finished in 1850, and for tw o 
vears w as 
laughed 
at as “ Francis’ 
folly .” 
On the m orning of April 22, 1852, the, 
m 
for 
waters rose so high that the <*itv of Counties. 
8. I). 
Low ell w as threatened w ith destructit u, 
and the young engineer w as sent for. 
He rode to the dam w ithout a saddle 
and hurriedly cut the chain, releasing 
th« * great gate. H is work stood bravely, 
and the Boston Advertiser, five days 
later, said that if it laid not been con­ 
struct« <1 “ every vestige «>f the old guard 
gates w ould have been carried away and 
a m ighty and uncontrollable river w ould 
have sw« pt through the heart of Low- 
ill, dc.stn ying< verything in its course. ” 
A si rvice « f plate was presented to Mr. 
Francis, and during the r< m ainder of 
his life, w hich ended only recently, lie 
was one of L ow ell’s most honored c iti­ 
zens. 
For more than -10 years he w as 
agent of the corn« .ruti* n controlling the 
water pow er.— Chicago Inter Ocean.

A go pher snake at Esco ndido has been 
the cause o f much earnest discussio n 
amo ng lo cal naturalists. 
The questio n 
discussed was, “ Do Snakes Charm o r 
Hypno tize Their Prey?” 
One o f the 
naturalists had the unusual but fo rtunate 
experience at Esco ndido o f happening 
upo n a large go ] her snake just as the 
reptile was abo ut to o verco me a trem ­ 
bling co tto ntail rabbit and envelo p the 
anim al in it.- deadly co ils. 
Fo r so me 
time the naturalist watched the snake’s 
mo vements. 
It was within 10 o r 12 inches o f the 
apparently fascinated rabbit. 
Silently 
and almo st imperceptibly the snake had 
wo rmed its way nearer and nearer to its 
victim. 
Its eyes glistened w ith an in­ 
tense brightness. 
No t a mo vement did 
it make which might alarm the timid 
rabbit. 
The fo rked to ngue, which to 
the eye o f a human being is so repulsive 
and intended to be terrifying, appeared 
to exert an entirely different influence 
upo n the mind o f the inno cent rabbit. 
This darting to ngue either excited 
the victim's curio sity o r caused the ani­ 
mal to so co ncentrate its mind o n the 
snake’s to ngue as to thro w that mind 
into a hypno tic co nditio n 
o f 
such 
strength that it o o uld no t break the 
spell and run away fro m impending 
death. The fo rked to ngue darted o ut o f 
the snake’s mo uth almo st as regularly 
and rapidly as the needle o f a sewing 
machine rises and falls in the clo th. The 
lithe bo dy crept nearer and nearer. The 
rabbit was mo tio nless. Its eye was fixed 


011 the piercing eye o f the snake. 
Even 
the waving o f the wind kissed shrubs 
abo ut the rabbit failed to break the spell, 
and so ftly and slo wly grim death in 
snake fo rm wreathed its fo lds abo ut the 
creature. Then was *iie spell bro ken. 
But the stro ng co ils o f the snake were 
in po sitio n. 
Never a rabbit lived that 
co uld break that 
embrace o f death. 
Realizing at last the terrible peril, the 
terrified rabbit struggled vainly to es­ 
cape, and as t he rings o f the snake drew 
clo ser abo ut the frail fo rm so tightly 
that breathing became difficult the rab­ 
bit uttered a d; -i a ring cry almo st, hu­ 
man in its in ten o nes« and so und. 
It 
was the lub’b i t ’s last earthly utterance. 
An extra twist o f the cruel co ils and 
po o r bunny was no mo re. 
Lungs, heart 
and bo nes were literally crushed. 
The 
snake did no t relax the pressure fo r ful­ 
ly ten minutes. 
Unwinding itself, the 
snake dragged the prey under an ad­ 
j o i n i n g bush fo r dinner. 
To the naturalist who watched the 
capture o f the rabbit it appeared as if 
the snake bad certainly fascinated the 
animal. 
As a go pher snake is no t po i 
so no us and has no well devo lved fangs 
its o nly means o f killing prey is by co n­ 
strictio n. 
In o rder to catch an animal 
it seems almo st- necessary fo r the snake 
to fascinate the victim. 
Other naturalists claim that snakes do 
no t po ssess the po wer o f fascinating ci­ 
ther birds o r animals. One man who lias 
given the m atter much study remarked 
that “ no erro r is apparently mo re ro o ted 
in the human mind than that which a t­ 
tributes to snakes this peculiar po wer o f 
fascinatio n.” 
By this po wer they are 
said to be able so to paralyze their vie 
tims that the birds o r anim als are rt 11- 
dered utterly incapable o f mo vement and 
wait fo r the attack o f a snake o r even go 
fo rward to meet it in fear and trembling, 
but witho ut any po wer o f retaliatio n. 
No w, any o ne who watches the be­ 
havio r o f small animals placed alive us 
fo o d in the cages 111 which snakes are 
kept in captivity in tho ho pe o f seeing 
this marvelo us po wer in o peratio n will 
bo grievo usly disappo inted.

My belief is that it is po ssi- 
1 le to acco unt fo r the po pular belief that 
snakes po ssess a po wer to fascinate fo r 
several reaso ns. 
An o bserver may co me 
o n the scene and lind a number o f birds 
mo bbing a snake just as they will mo b 
an o wl o r a buzzard. The dashes o f the 
bird to ward the snake and tin ir flutter­ 
ing r< mid if may easily be put do wn to 
the effect o f the snake’s gJauee, while 
they are in reality merely attempts o f 
the birds t«» dm 4 o ff the intruder.

will ainn 
c, rta.'nly 1 • have ill thi- way 
and may hern If t ill a \ i tim, no t t > the 
puwer o f fa.-einatio n in the snake, but 
to the i’o i • cl hi 
l maternal ieeimgs. 
It may be the mo bbing o f the snake 
by the ci [o p inio ns o f a victim that lias 
been seized o r o f a mo ther who so nest 
lias been ro bbed; it may be simply the 
effect o f po iso n already injected befo re 
the o bserver has co me upo n the scene, 
o r it may be simple curio sity. In ninety- 
nine cases o ut o f a hundred o ne o r the 
o ther o f these causes has been at wo rk. 
What, then, o f the hundredth case, and 
what abo ut the fascinatio n exercised o n 
man, cases o f which have undo ubtedly 
been reco rded? The explanatio n lies in 
the pro bability that it is a ease o f self 
hypno tism. 
It is an erro r to suppo se that will 
po wer has anything to do with the ef­ 
fect. The matter has been taken up sci­ 
entifically by the medical pro fessio n and 
ir has been fo und that the hypno tic 
state o f sleep o r trance, o r whatever it 
may be termed, can be pro duced by 
lo o king fixedly at the o perato r o r at a 
co in o r at the tip o f o ne’s o wn no se. 
Ir 
is no t necessary to go into the* questio n 
o f ho w the n -ult i> bro ught abo ut, but 
there is a physio lo gical 
explanatio n. 
What happen« , then in the hundredth 
case 1« that the man o r the animal may 
be self hypm tized by gazing fixedly at 
the snake, the subject being thus thro wn 
into a st rt o f trance, making no a’*, mpt 
to mo ve o ur o f danger unless ro u.-ed by 
so me extern r influence.—ban Diego Co r.

SUGAR MAKING IN CU3 A. 


T he Crude M etlio ds T hat W ere In r» e 
T w enty Y e a r n A g o , 
Twenty years ago , in tho se times o f 
slavery and high prices, but little atten­ 
tio n was given to machinery o r engi­ 
neering. 
Planters were co n h ut to g< t 
wlmt t* image o f cane they co uld fro m 
an acre o f land. 
The cane was bro ught to the sugar 
ho use, where the labo rers slo wly put it 
o n the carrier, passing it to the mill, 
where it was rulk d o r gro und between 
the ro lls o f a three r> llcr mill to extract 
the juice, getting an extractio n o f 55 
per c< lit o ut < f a po ssible 8 5 o r 8 8 per 
cent o f th* who le weight in the cane. 
The can*'w as bro ught to the sugar 
ho use “ train,” which was a set o f fo ur 
o r live k* til* s set in brickwo rk, having 
a stro ng lire 
uud* r 
the smallest o r 
“ strike” kettle. 
The flame« passed un­ 
der and aro und all the kettles, tin* un­ 
ci nsum**d gases 
escaping thro ugh a 
chimney. The co mbustio n was so imjier- 
fect that at night flam* s co uld bo seen 
many feet high, co ming fro m the to p o f 
the chimney. 
The largest o f these kettles received 
the raw juice, and there it was limed 
and skimmed as the impurities ro se. 
It 
was then ladled to the next kettle in 
successio n, each time being thicken* d in 
density and reduced in bulk by evapo ra­ 
tio n until it arrived at the “ strike” 
kettle, where a skilled attendant kn*w 
the exact po int at which to sto p the fire 
and ladle o ut the mass into tie* crystal­ 
lizing pans, in which it was allo wed to 
co o l. 
In a f- w days it was firm eno ugh to 
be taken o ut, placed in ho gsheads and 
allo wed to drain in the sto reho uses, 
lo sing at least o ne-sixth in dripping mo ­ 
lasses. The ho gsheads were then repack­ 
ed and placed o n carts and drawn many 
miles to the railro ad fo r shipment to 
the merchants’ sto res at the seaco ast, 
where they were again allo wed to drain, 
were repacked, reweighed and so ld, thus 
piling up an expense acco unt that made 
tin* pro fits lo o k slim; but, as sugar was 
selling at a high rate, these expenses 
co uld be bo rn* .— A. W. Co lwell in Gas­ 
sier’s Magazine.

The real o bstacle in tin* way o f inter­ 
natio nal arbitratio n is no t s<> much a 
be k o f efficacy in the metho d as the 
lack o f a dispo sitio n to try it. The sys­ 
tem o f arbitratio n necessarily pr< » np- 
jxises tintt natio n» dtsii'i- an ami* able 
adjustment o f their difl* ro nees. 
Such 
an adjustment may be prevented either 
by a willful o ppo sitio n to it o r by the 
ado ptio n o f a style o f co ntro versy that 
will 
render argument impracticable. 
Against such o bstacles it is difficult to 
co ntend, since their direct tendency and 
effect is to bring abo ut a co llisio n be­ 
fo re an arbitrato r can intervene. 
It is

ica. In the United States sales are prin­ 
cipally in the western states. Th« m in­ 
ing regio n takes large quantities, fo r 110 
light but caudles is used iu go ld and 
silver mining. 
i 
Candle» are also used fo r church pur­ 
po ses, at co untry ho tels, and to sum*» ex­ 
tern in families. Many o f the peo ple o f 
the east side, newly co me to the co nn 
try, use candles in preference to o il, be­ 
ing accusto med to candles and afraid o f 
the o il. Altho ugh it is no t a great while 
befo re they are wo n o ver to the use o f 
o il, there are always tho usands o f o thers 
who , fo r the first few mo nths o f their 
being litre, shun o il as they wo uld a 
deadly po iso n. 
No branch o f industry has undergo ne 
the change that candle making has in 
the last 30 years. Fo rmerly it was mere­ 
ly a mechanical o peratio n. 
Anybo dy 
co uld make candles and almo st every­ 
bo dy did. 
No w it is a scientific industry, bring­ 
ing to its aid the reso urces o f chemistry. 
Fo rmerly a candle was a greasy, no iso me 
thing that o ne usually handled with dis­ 
gust; no w it is artistic and refined and 
can be handled witho ut the least o ffense. 
The wick is so prepared that the co m­ 
bustio n is co mplete, and snuffers have 
lo ng been banished. 
An ancient candle 
maker co uld o nly wo rk with materials 
already pro vided by nature, so that he 
had to use fats, with all their im puri­ 
ties. 
The mo dern candle maker by chem­ 
ical pro cess remo ves impurities, which 
leaves him no thing but the hard and 
white far fo r his candles. 
Fat (» hanged 
by tlii.* pro o ens is called stearin*» , and 
fro m I his mate rial are made the star and 
stearic wax candles Tho se are * xtreme 
ly hard and are so metimes called ada 
mamine, do no t grease th* hands and 
give a so ft and pleasing light. Spc-rma 
ceti and wax candles are also made. 
'J he candle has ever remained tin* unit 
o f light. So metimes yo u hear o f a light, 
say gas, being o f 25 candle po wer. The 
standard is a spermaceti candle burning 
at the rate o f 120 grains o f sperm per 
ho ur. There are caudles, to o , which are 
made o f paraffin, hut no caudles an* 
used so extensively us the star o r stea 
riue. 
The great impro vement in the m anu­ 
facture o f candles dates fro m the inves­ 
tigatio ns o f the French chemist, M 
Cho vreuh 
H*» disco vered that the fat 
o f tallo w was separable fro m the o il, 
and the result o f the pro cess was two 
v alu able pro ducts—steariue and glycer­ 
in. 
Tho se who have used the candles o f 
the past can scarcely realize that can 
dies can no w be shipped to warm c li­ 
mates. 
In fo rmer days a merchant 
tumid as so o n have tho ught o f expo rting 
» kat« *» o r » no w sho es to Havana as a ear 
go o f tallo w candles 
They wo uld have 
all melted 
into an indistinguishable 
mass go in g a* ro s» the gulf o f Mexico . 
But such candle» as are made no w can 
be u» ed in the ho tte.-t climate in the 
wo rld. 
Candle» , ho wever, are no t a cheap 
light. A bo x o f them will co st as much 
as a barrel o f o il, and yet th*- barrel o f 
o il co ntains nearly 3b time» the illum i­ 
nating po wer o f th*» b';xo f candl* •». Tie- 
o nly great advantage o f the caudle is it» 
safety. 
Oil and gas are much cheaper. Where 
candle- at*- used danger fro m fire i» re­
